Is--that 
the public Is getting tired of seeing 
so many officers going about aimlessly 
with apparently nothing much to do 
ercept to spend money and kill time. 


Naturally. I suppose, when I first 


went out in "clwios7..r'had the in- 
grained inclination to salute all su- 
perior officers I met and to prepare to 
take salutes from the ranks. It look 
me the best part of a day to overcome 
this impulse. 


The "sir" habit was very strong, too. 


On my first morning as a civilian 1 
had to see a colonel ot the war office 
on business—business In which our 
standing was at least equal—and I 
Immediately "sirred? him, of course.

Again there is the matter.of. running 


after an omnibus .or across the road— 
in uniform one tries to make a ifolnt 
of not doing these things. Now, how- 
ever, when "example" has not longer 
to be considered, I find it practically 
Impossible to chase an omnibus or 
flee from an oncoming tailcab. The 
Instinct Is against doing so.

Novel Feat of Engineering Recently 


Put to the Credit of American 


Bridge Builders. 


Not long ago it' was discovered- that 


tho piers of the combined hlghway-and 
railroad bridge across the Missouri 
river at St. Joseph, Mo., were in bad 
condition and It would be necessary 
to balid new piers. 'At first it was 
proposed to bnlld the new piers on 
the downstream side ot the old bridge 
and shift the bridge laterally to the 
new position, in this way maintaining? 
traffic over the old bridge while the 
new constriction was going on. 
But 


the war. department required the-in- 
stallation of a larger draw-span in the 
bridge and so It was decided to bnlld 
the new piers between the old piers. 
After they were completed, the fixed 
spans of the bildge were moved shore- 
ward endwise, so tbnt they rested-on 
the new piers. • A temporary span .was 
canstrocted to fill the gap thus oc- 
casioned, so that traffic was closed 
ever the bridge for less than ten hours. 
Then. worlc was .begun upon the new 
swing span, which was built as a canti- 
lever In open position. 
To permit of 


this, a portion of the old swing-span 
had to be cut away and a temporary 
lift-span was put in to take care nf 
river traffic. .Thus the bridge was.re- 
'constructed" --without- 'changing : -its 
alignment.—Scientific American.

the war the motor transport corps 
comprised a force of roughly 150,000 
trained drivers of motortrucks, care 
and motorcycles. 


Of this great force, only abont half 


were trained drivers when tiey en- 
listed (or the sen-ice, so it was neces- 
sary In order to have this f Dree of 
men to train 75,000 men to drive auto- 
motive vehicles. 


The 
ammunition 
trains, 
supply 


trains, sanitary trains and casual mo- 
torized units which first went, over- 
seas were composed of-trained driv- 
ers, as a rule. ( Those who came after 
were the men who did not know cars, 
engines, or any of the problems of 
driving, partlcnlarly such problems as 
driving'over'roads under shell fire or 
with, the great congestion of the roads 
to the fighting zone in Francs. The 
men who came In the seconil great 
rush of men for the army had there- 
fore to be trained from the very be- 


, ginning, to know the machine, and 


then to. know the problems of-'driving 
in formation, on military roads^ " ; 


Blfl Problems Presented; 


The two big phases were the teach- 


ing of the mechanism of th-> track 
engine—I say truck because 1 his was 
'by far the more vital part -of1 the 
training of driving in military forma- 
tions of huge fleets of trucks.

lem of teaching the mechanism of the 
machine Is by far the more important' 
to the commercial truck operator.

Such a column 
meant nearly 100. miles of length forj 
the train.- And to-have this body of 
trucks operating properly the strict- 
est discipline was. required.

tematized on the French lines by work 
and experiments at Camp Johnson, 
Fla., near Jacksonville, the mother, 
school of the motor transport corps, 
and was soon/ developed into ' booS 
form and standardized for the armv.
